Baseball Tips 


BY FRANK FIELDING 


Menlo J.C. Baseball Coach 


Due to the great amount of in- 
terest in the South San 
County Junior Baseball League, the 
Recorder has asked Coach Frank 
Fielding of Menlo Junior College 
to write a series of articles on base- 
| ball for young players in this dis- 
‘trict.

The main purpose of these arti- 
cles is to instruct the young play- 
er on the fundamentals of base- 
ball and not to delve into the finer 
points of the game. 

I would also like to state that I 
have borrowed a number of acne

Ruth, and other great players. 


P BATTING 


The first rule in batting is to se- 
ect the proper bat. 

Most boys get off on the wrong 
trying to use too heavy a 
bat. A player of grade school age 
by men playing 
Try to select a 
swing easily.

A batter should remember that 
the most important thing is to meet 
the ball squarely instead of trying 
to blast every pitch out of the lot. 

Babe Ruth says, “Correct timing 
means that the bat meets the ball 
at the instant when the swine car- 
ries its greatest power. There is a 
certain pressure to every swing 
which grows to a peak then fades. 
The good hitters and the long hit- 
ters in baseball are the fellows who 
make that top power of the swing 
come just where the bat connects 
with the ball.” 

You will also note that the fellow 
with the lighter bat and better 
timing will get more distance than 
the fellow with the heavier bat who 
does not time his swing so well. 

The best batting style for a player 
is the one that feels the most na- 
tural for him. 


The main rules to remember is 
to try to get a smooth swing; step 
toward the pitcher when you swing; 
don’t be too over anxious and bite 
on bad pitchers. A base on ball is 
sometimes as good as a hit. 

When at bat watch every move- 
ment of the pitcher and try to fig- 
ure out whether he about to throw 
a curve or a fast ball. Some pit- 
chers unconsciously expose their 
next pitch by the way they hold the 
ball. 

If a batter has a noticeable weak- 
ness on a certain type of pitch he 
should have the batting practice 
pitcher give him this kind of ball 
in practice. 

Many young players have im- 
proved their own style by studying 
the batting stance of a player with 
good form. 

Don’t be disappointed if you go 
without a hit for several games, 


just keep practicing and try to fig- | 


ure out what you are doing wrong.

California school districts are 
supported by State subventions of 
not less than $90 for each student 
in average daily attendance, plus 
Federal-State vocational education 
and rehabilitation funds, plus prop- 
erty taxes. Property taxes are sub- 
ject to a maximum limitation of 75 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, 
unless a higher rate is voted by the | 
electorate. 

Taxpayers in the limits of the| 
City of Menlo Park currently are 
paying 62 per cent of the taxes | 
collected by the Sequoia Union High 
School District. Sequoia, this year, 
has a tax rate of 67.7 cents, com- 
pared with 60 cents last year and | 
50 cents the year before. For four | 
years prior thereto the rate stood | 
very close to 63 cents. How does this | 
rate compare with others in the 
county? 

There are four high school dis- | 
tricts which between them contain | 
all the incorporated cities in the 
county, Jefferson (Daly City), So. 
San Francisco, San Mateo and Se- 
quoia. The highest rate is Jeffer- 
son’s with 70 cents and the lowest | 
South San Francisco’s with 58 
cents. Sequoia, therefore, is fairly 
well in line. Tax rates can be decep-' 
tive as to true costs, however, for 
the taxable wealth per student may 
vary considerably. Rather than go | 
into that, let us analyze the actual 
costs per student. 

Last March the 
payers’ Association 
analysis of current expenditures of 
California high schools in the fis- 
cal year 1942-43. It reported the Se- } 
quoia cost as $217 per unit of av- 
erage daily atendance. Jefferson was | 
given as $192, South San Francis- | 
co $220, and San Mateo as_ $197. 
Palo Alto’s expenditure was listed | 
as $219 and Mountain View’s as 
$234. 

The median for four year 
schools in the State with average 
daily attendance exceeding 1000 
was given as $204.
